Tentative New lew ‘Adds, to the. } 


- Causes; but Aims: to Wipe 
. Out Present Legal 
Conditions.

Common Pleas Ju William H. Staake, 
Wiplaiy ie the gcnadiy taisnes snark 
has received from ita. committee on resolu- 
tions and forwarded today to the various 
state delegates a draft of the pro- 


posed to bring about uniformity'in the pres- 


ent heterogeneous divorce laws of the United 
States. 

The proposed measure is the outcome of 
deep study by the foremost lawyers, jurists, 
ahd churchmen of the country, and is calou- 
lated to ameliorate the so-called divorce evil. 

The divorce congress was suggested by 
Gov. Samuel W. Pennypacker to President 
Roosevelt eight months ago, and upon re- 
eeiving his commendation Gov. Pennypacker 
appointed a committee of ent Penn- 
sylvanians. The first confere was held 
in Washington six months ago. Among the 
delegates were Senator Reed Smoot, Utah; - 
Archbishop Patrick J.. Ryan, a; 
Bishop Farley and Mayor McClellan, Ne 
York; Bishops Whitaker and Mackey-SGmith, 
Philadelphia; Congressman Anasa M. Eaton, 
Providence, R. I., and a number of lawyers, 
judges, physicians, congressmen, and leaders 
among women. Mayor Dunne of Chigago will 
be one of the delegates to the next congrese, 
called for Nov, 18 to consider the proposed 
new law. .. 

Prohibits Secret Hearing of Cases. 

The proposed measure is divided into three 
sections, jurisdictional provieions, procedure, 
and general provisions, and is entitied “‘ an 
} act regulating the annulment of marriage 
and divorcee.” One of the chief objects of the 
proposal ip to arrest the increasing demand 
for legal severance of marital bonds. 

It prohibits secret or star chamber sessions 
for hearing divorce cases and declares “ all 
hearings and talals shall be had before a 
court and shall in all cases be public.” It 
| also provides that ‘a decree dissolving the 
| marriage tle so completely as to permit re~-. 
marriage of either party should not become 
SpeRntTTe until the lapse of a reasonable time. 
The Dilinois, and California rule 
of one year is recommended.”

impMibonment of not more than One year, 
Provides New Divorce Causes. 


The causes warranting annulment of the 
marriage contract are stipulated as: 

Impotency, consanguinity, an existing for- 
mer marriage, fraud, force or coercion, fn- 
sanity, and illegal age. 

Divoree, it is provided, ehall be of two 
kinds—absolute, or divorce a vinculo matri- 

onit; and divotce from bed and board, or 
divorce a mensa et thoro. For the first the 
grounds shall be: 

Adultery, bigamy, conviction and sentence 
for crime, followed by two years’ continual 
imprisonment, extreme cruelty, willful de- 
gertion,. and habitual drunkenness for two 


‘years. 


The same causes will prevail in ‘the second 


‘class with the additional cause of “ hopeless 


insanity of husband.” 

Habitual drunkenness for two years and 
imprisonment for the same term are new 
divorce causes in every state in the union. 

It is provided that no divorce shall be 
granted if it appears to the satisfaction of 
the court that the suit is brought by collusion 
or that the plaintiff has procured orconnived 
at the offense charged, or has condoned it, 
or has been guilty of the same offense not 
condoned. 

The proposed new law also makes some im- 
portant changes in the practice and procedure 
necessary in divorce cases and their trial, 
and deals especially with the question of 
jurisdiction. It says jurisdiction may be ac- 

quired by personal service on defendant with- 
in the state under the following conditions: 

“When at the time the cause of action 
arose either party was & bona fide resident 
of the state and continued to be so up to the 
time of the commencement ofthe action. No 
action for absolute divorce can be com- 
menced, however, for any cause other than 
adultery or bigamy unlese one of the parties 
has been for the two years preceding the 
commencement of the action @ resident of the 


state. 
Admission of Guilt Not Enough. 


It is provided that no decree for annulment 
of marriage or divorce shall be granted unless 
cause is shown by affirmative proof aside 
from any admission on the part of the de- 
fendant. No record or evidence in any case 
can be impounded or access thereto refused. 

It ie expressly stipulated that the clerk 
of every court having jurisdiction of divorce 
proceedings shall before the lst day of Feb- 
ruary in each year make a return to the sec- 
retary of the state board of health or other 
designated state official a record of each 
suit brought during the year past. 

In an action brought by the wife it is pro- 
vided that the legitimacy of any child born 
before the commencement of the action shall 
not be affected. In an action brought by the 
husband the legitimacy of any c§ild born 
before the commission of the offense charged 
shall not be affected, but the legitimacy of 
any other child of the wife may be determined 
as one of the issues of the action. All chil- 
dren born. before the commencement of ac- 
tion shall be presumed to be legitimate. 

It also is stipulated that credit shall be 
given in all courts of any state to a decree 
by: a court of competent jurisdiction in an- 
other state, when obtained In yah zag with 
the new law.

He has a big stock farm at 
De Kalb and has been able in times past to de- 
liver De Kalb county In state conventions, 
He does not need the salary paid a railroad 
and warehouse commissioner, but the records 
at Springfield show that it has been drawn in 
his name, whether by him or not. 

In Springfleld yesterday in the state audi- 
tor’s office it was stated that warrants to 
the amount of $14,729.17 have been drawn in 
favor of Cal. Ellwood and have been issued 
to the secretary of the railroad and ware- 
house commission, who is supposed to have 
mailed them to the nonactive member of the 
board. Col. Ellwood was reported last night 
at his residence in De Kalb to be on his way 
to New York, so that the absolute certainty 
that he received the money could not be es- 
tablished.

RULES U.S. UNION LAW INVALID. 


Federal Judge in Kentucky Knocks 
Out Act to Prevent Discrimination 
Agvet Organized Labor. 


Louisville, Ky. Oct. 23.—The Erdman act, 
which seeks to prevent interstate carriers 
from keeping their employés out, of labor 
unions, was declared unconstitutional today 
by Judge Walter Evans in the United States 
district court. His decision was rendered in 
the case of J. M. Scott, train dispatcher of 
the Loulseville and Nashville, who discharged 
a member of the Telegraphers’ union. 

Judge Evans held that the law its void, be- 
cause it is not a regulation of commerce 
within the meaning of the commerce clause 
of the constitution, and therefore beyond the 
power of congress to enact. The court sus- 

tated a demurrer to the indictment and dis- 
charged Scott from custody. 

The suit was brought in the lower court on 
instructions from the attorney general of 
the United States at the request of the union, 
and an appeal was taken.

Nicho- 
las is a cripple, his right leg having been cut 
off above the knee in @ railroad accident. 
Of this occurrence he never talked, but it was 
understood that he had received several 
thousand dollars’ damages from the raNroad, 
and had been spending this. Among other 
things he was reputed to have owned a show 
company playing “ Old Alabama,” and was 
more or less familiar with actors of a second 
rate class.

LAWYER STEVENSON’S WIDOW 
AGREES TO FURNISH ALIBI. 


At Request of Police She Says She Can 
Clear Her Name—Believes Husband 
. Was Murdered. 


Mrs. Charies H. Stevenson, widow of the 
attorney who was found dead on Saturday, 
was askéd yesterday by the police to furnish 
an alibi as to her whereabouts at the time of 
her husband’s death. 
“Y will furnish the alibi,” said Mrs. Stev- 
enson, “ and will have no difficulty in doing 
so. Capt. O’Brien explained to me that he 
did not suspect me of killing my husband, but 
in view of statements made he thought it 
best I should clear myself of all suspicion. 
As a result of this turn of the case, however, 
I intend to seek legal advice and do not pro 
to let the investigation into my hus- 
band’s death cease, for I am convinced he 
was murdered and that the motive was not 
robbery.”’ 

In declaring that Stevenson was murdered 
his widow takes a position which was ad- 
vanced at first by Stevenson's brother and 
his friend, P. H. Bishop. Both of these men 
have abandoned the view.

VERDICT IN LAVINHEARING 
EXPECTED WITHIN A WEEK. 


Commissioner Prentiss Offended by Let- 
ter from ¥. J. Shead Asking That the 
Accused Inspector Be Dismissed. 


President Prentiss of the civil service com- 
mission said yesterday the verdict in the 
Lavin cage would not be ready before next 
week.

Some days ago agumor was started in the 
city hall that there was “ $10,000 in it.” if 
the verdict was in Lavin’s favor. 

“T heard the report but paid no atten- 
tien to it,’’ said Commissioner Powell. “I 
still consider it simply a piece of idle rumor 
with no foundation back of it.’’ 

“A week ago the story was brought to 
me that bribery might be tried in the Lavin 
case,” said Mayor Dunne. ‘ There was noth- 
ing definite about it, however, and I have 
paid no attention to it. It was just a rumor 
floating around the city hall. No, the story

SANTOS-DUMONT WINS PRIZE 
OF $10,000 WITH NEW AIRSHIP. 


“Bird of Prey,” Unassisted by Gas, Cir- 
_ Gles Over Required Kilometer—<Acci- 
dent Mars End of Journey.

PARIS, Oct. 23,--Santos-Dumont won tiie 

Deutech Archdeacon prize this afternoon on 
the field at Bagatelle with his Bird of Prey 
flying machine,. The prize amounts to $10,000. 
It was promised to the firet aerial appliance 
which, unsupported by gas, should make a 
circle of at least one kilometer without com- 
ing to the ground. 

Not only did Santos-Dumont succeed in 
covering the necessary distance but in the, 
opinion of every competent witness, gum- 
‘moned in council immediately after the flight, 
it was agreed he left the ground well over 
twice the distance from the point- where he 
descended. 
ance, There was no hesitation as the huge 
contrivance, propelled by.a sixty horse power 
motor, shot four or five meters into thealir. 

It continued at this height until Santos- 
Dumont cut off the power and allowed the 
sorew to stop. Then the horizontal move- 
ment was. replaced by an inclined movement 
and with a thud which. smashed the wheels 
and a portion of the lower frame, as well 
as the rudder, the Bird of Prey came to a 
standstill.

The new postmaster general is a Harvard 
man and is only 48 years old. He isconnect- 
ed with a dozen great financial institutions, 
trust companies, banks, electric corporations, 
plow factories, chocolate factories, fire en- 
gine builders. and other enterprises. It was 
supposed he had an ambition at one time to 
go to the senate of the house. He was ap- 
pointed anfiassador to Italy by President 
McKinleyand remained in that position until 
transferred to Russia by President Roose- 
velt.

President Roosevelt Sets Aside Nov. 
29 to Be Observed by the 
People: 


Washington, D. @,, Oct. 23.—The president 
today issued a p amation naming Thurs- 
day, Nov. 29, as a day of thanksgiving. The 
text of the proclamation is as follows: 

A Procilamation—The time of year has come 
when, in-accordance with the wise-custom of our 
forefathers, it becomes my duty to set aside a 
special day of thanksgiving and praise to the Al- 
mighty because of the blessings we have received 
and of prayer that these blegsings may be. con- 
tinued.

Never before In our history or in the 
history of any other nation has a people enjoyed 
more abounding material prosperity thag is oure; 
a prosperity so great that it should arouse in us 
no spirit of reckless pride, and:least of all a spirit 
of heed@less disregard of our responsibilities; but 
rather a sober sense of our many blessings and a 
resolute purpose, under Providence, not to forfeit 
them by any action of our own. 

Material well being, indispensable though it is, 
never can be anything but the foundation of true 
national gredtness and happiness. If we build 
nothing upon this foundation then our national 
life will be as meaningless and empty as a house 
where only the foundation has been laid. We must 
live in accordance with the laws of the highest 
morality or elee our prosperity itself in the long 
run will turn out a curse instead of a biessing. 
We should be both reverently thankful for what 


‘we have received and earnestly bent upon turning 


it into a means of grace and not of desfruction. 

Accordingly, I hereby set apart Thursday, the 
29th day of November, next, as‘a day of thanks- 
giving and supplication, on which the people shall 
meet in their homes or their churches, devoutly 
acknowledge ali that has been given them, and to 
pray that they may in addition receive the power 
to use these gifts aright,

munity. It does not embody the average 
virtue, the average intelligence, er the 
average sincerity of the typical citizen. 
Especially does it fail to give due repre- 
sentation to the property owners and tax- 
payers. While it is impossible to main- 
tain that the school board or any other 
municipal body should be composed ex- 
clusively of taxpayers, there is much rea- 
son why they should have large represen- 
tation in a board that has to deal with 
the government of the common schools. 
The tax levy this year for school pur- 
poses is $13,000,000. That money must 
come out of somebody who has property. 
It cannot come out of the nontaxpaying 
class exclusively, although some who be- 
long to it do contribute indireetly through 
fines and other sources of revenue. It 
would be only reasonable to give the tax- 
paying element adequate representation in 
the school ‘board, which is mainly an ex- 
ecutive and administrative body and has 
to deal with important property interests. 

- In fact, many people believe that the 
duties of the school board should be main- 
ly of ‘a businese and administrative na- 
ture. Questions relating to education and 
the discipline’ of the schools should be 
largely delegated to experte—men who 
have reputations as educators, who have 
been taught themselves in the school of 
experience, and who have some recognized 
special qualifications for the dutiés of the 
teacher and superintendent of teachers. It 
is absurd to expect any wise administra- 
tion of the teaching side of the schools 
from a body composed largely of new men 
and women who have had little or no ex- 
perience in teaching themselves. The worst 
of it is that Many of the men and women 
now on the Board are faddists and freak- 
ists who detive their notions of public 
education at \second hand: from persons 
even less ra and disinterested than 
they are. : 

We do not care to touch on the re- 
ligious q because we do not.think 
it ig-one that concerns secular newspapers. 
Moreover, we haye no apprehensions aris- 
ing from the p in the school board 
of a considerable ‘number of members be- 
longing to one faith or denomination. It 
has not been proven that there has been 
overrepresentation “in this respect. We 
do think, however, that it is unfair to 
have the board composed almost ex¢lu- 
sively of the members of one political 
party. Such a thing was never knc wn be- 
fore. It should not be permitted now. The 
parents belong to all political parties. The 
children are interested in having a com- 
mon school education without reference 
to their political faith or that of their 
parents. Never before has it been main- 
tained that the school board should be a 
partisan body or com almost exclu- 
sively of the members of one political 
faith. | 

While the board does not fairly repre- 
sent either the political or business ele- 
ments in the community, it does give over- 
due representation to the :faddists, ‘the 
freaks, and the people of one idea or no 
ideas in regard to public education. Mr. 
Post, who is said to be himself an honest 
and intelligent man, declares that there 
are but seven “radicals” in the board. 
It is difficult to define a radical, and per- 
sons that he may consider not radical 
might be thought by other persons to be 
included in his group. But even if he has 
not understated the proportion of radicals 
we should say that one-third of. the tota] 
membership of the board allotted to that 
element is more than ite share. ‘Not one- 
third of the péople in Chicago are “ rad- 
icals” of the school to which Mr. Post 
and his associates belong. So far as any 
vote that has been taken indicates, not one- 
twentieth of the people are radicals of the 
Post type. We have never seen any in- 
dication of a majority of such people in 
Chicago when the issue has been fairly 
joined on a full vote. 

The trouble with the schools is that they 
are being governed in the interest of the 
teachers rather than of the pupils or 
parents. Trades unionism has infected 
the city administration and taken pos- 
session of the board of education. The 
federation of teachers, operating through 
Mayor Dunne, has grabbed control of the 
school system with all its vast revenues 
and all its opportunities for good or evil. 


Many of the people now chiefly inter- 
ested in the administration of the schools 
have no higher idea than that the inter- 
ests of the teachers shall be looked after, 
and that bigger salaries shall be ‘obtained 
for them irrespective of experience, sery- 
ice, or merit. They are all to be reduced 
to the dead level of trades unionism. None 
of them is to have an advantage over an- 
other on account of efficiency or 
Ultimately,

the hitherto immune Twenty-fifth ward. 
‘When the arena of the thugs’ activity

The humble and inconsequential citizen 
needs not the authority of the chief to 
understand that there is pressing demand 
for a larger and more efficient police force 
distributed where it will accomplish the 
greatest good and is the most needed. Re- 
cent experiences with eongested streets 
and a confusion in car service demon- 
strate the necessity of police supervision 
and aid downtown far in excess of what 
has been hitherto required, while the ex- 
tension of the field of active holdup en- 
deavor exacts more protection for citizens 
in the outlying districts than has been 
heretofore afforded by the few scattering 
and wholly inadequate assignments. 

Of course, it is highly desirable that 
patrolmen should be wholly honest, trust- 
worthy, and efficient, and to this end rea- 
sonable care should be exercised In the 
employment of good men. The mills of 
the civil service grind slowly——a little too 
slowly, perhaps, just at this time when a 
capable police force is needed, for the 
holdup man, like flies and other predatory 
insects, bites more savagely in cold 
weather. Immediate results should fol- 
low the passage of the Dunn resolution in 
the increase of the force and better pro- 
tection of the public, and the distribution 
of the new patrolmen should be made 
with intelligence and according to the 
necessities. Snaps and experiments are 
not contemplated in the action of the city 
counci) and the suggestion to the mayor 
and his chief of police.

Several letters have reached me. from 
readers askifig for information regarding 
the so-called “ Palmes Academigtes" be- 
stowed by the French government th recog- 
nition of eminent services to the cause of art 
and literature. The history of France's 
Legion of Honor; as well as the insignia, are 
familiar to most Americans, but the other 
orders of knighthood of France ate less 
known in this country. It may, therefore, 
be of interest to state that the order of the 
Palmes Academiques was created by Em- 
peror Napoleon nearly 100 years ago—that 
is to say, In 1808—and consists of two classes. 
In the lower one the insignia is formed of 
two silver palm leaves, united at top ahd 
bottom into the shape of an oval wreath, 
and suspended from a violet ribbon. In the 
higher, class the palm leaves are of gold, 
and there is a rosette to the violet ribbon. 
A reproduction of this particular insignia 
will be found on the title page of ‘“‘ Gray 
Mist,”’ a novel recently issued by the Har- 
pers from the pen of the author of *‘ The 
Martyrdom of an Empress,’’ who received 
the higher class of this distinction last sum- 
mer in recognition of the portrayals of Bre- 
ton life in her books. The members of the 
higher class are Known as “ Officiers de 
Ordre de l'Instruction Publique,” while 
the knights of the second clags are styled 
“ Officiers de l'Academie.”’ 

The statutes of the order were amended 
by Napoleon III. in 1866, and again by the 
republic in 1886. It is granted by the chief 
of the state on the nomination of the min- 
ister of public instruction, and in the cases 
of Frenchmen five years’ possession of the 
silver palms is requisite before there can 
be any promotion tothe higher grade. While 
the silver palm leaves have been bestowed 
on a number of French women, particularly 
upon those who have devoted their entire 
existence to the direction of great philan- 
thropic establishments and educational in- 
stitutions of the state, the gold palm leaves 
are but rarely awarded to the fair sex, and 
the authoress above mentioned is the only 
feminine recipient in this country of this 
distinction.

Every American who has visited Rome will 
concerned to learn that the superb gar- 
he of the Villa Borghese, which are cele- 
brated throughout the civilized world and 
are one of the glories of the Eternal City, 
are about to be cut up in order to furnish a 
site for the huge buildings of the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture. The gov- 
ernment purchased the villa and the grounds 
from the bankrupt chief of the Borghese 
family four years ago at a relatively nom- 
inal price, preventing his disposal thereof 
to foreign multimillionaires, who were will- 
ing to pay for the villa and grounds sums 
that would have extricated him from all his 
financial embarrassments. 

The state turned over the villa to the city 
of Rome, reserving to itself the right to de- 
vote, at any time that it saw fit, 60,000 acres 
of the’ park to the construction of. public 
institutions. It has now decided to make use 
of this stipulation to erect the new Institute 
of Agriculture, and has chosen for the site 
thereof not any outlying corner of the 
grounds, but some of the most beautiful por- 
tions of the gardens and park, which for 
more than three centuries has been one of 
the most attractive features of Rome. It 
dates from Pope Paul Borghese, who built 
the villa and laid out the grounds, which from 
that time forth were thrown open at least 
three days @ week to the people of Rome 
and to foreign visitors. The villa, a gem in 
itself, all frescoes, busts, statues, and dec- 
orations, set in the midst of trees hundreds 
of years old, shaded avenues, moss grown 
fountains, and marble and bronze statuary, 
the tones of which are mellowed by age, is 
unique not only in Italy but in Burope, 
The idea of destroying the beauty of 
these exquisite gardens by erecting a brand 
new exhibition building in the immediate 
proximity of the villa seems but little snort 
of-vandalism, and protests addressed to the 
Italian government and to the municipality 
of Rome are pouring in from all parts of art 
loving Europe.

“Russian Situation. 

In discussing the Russian situation the 
London Statist says, among other things: 

“Foreign investors are decidedly uneasy 
about the course of events in Russia and their 
apprehensions are not diminished by the re- 
cent discussion of the finances of the country 
created by the publication of a confidential 
report written by the minister of finance to 
the prime minister. 

** Although foreign powers have no political 
concern with the internal affairs of Russia, 
they havea direct financial interest, and their 
attitude toward Russia as bankers and in- 
vestors cannot fail to be influenced by the 
internal condition of the country. For nearly 
half a century Russia has obtained from 
other nations a large portion of the capital 
needed for its development, and the future 
prosperity of Russia depends in a large meas- 
ure upon its ability to attract capital from 
7 other nations for the construction of railways 
and of other important Works. Were Russia 
unable to import capital in consequence of its 
disturbed political condition, its trade would 
be adversely affected and the increased de- 
pression would fan the flame of discontent. 

* Again, if the situation were not sufficient- 
ly serious to check investment entirely the 
existence of uncertainty would force the Rus- 
sian government to pay a much higher rate 
of jnterest for money than it has had to pay 
in the past, and would thus injure its credit. 
These considerations are entirely distinct 
from the possibility of any deficit in the Rus- 
sian budget. Were the disturbances in the 
country to become so great that loans could 
not be raised abroad and revenue could not 
be gathered in at home to meet the increased 
expenditure, the situation would indeed be- 
come a serious one. Apparently the possi- 
bility of such a condition of affairs was in the 
mind of the minister of finance when he dis- 
patched his recent report to the prime min- 
ister. 

“ At the present moment ft would be diffi- 
cult for Russia to place a new loan, even in 
countries bound to Rusaja by close ties of 
friendship and desiring to regard benevo- 
lently every act of the Russian government 
and of the Russian people.”’ 


Alaskan Gold Production.

day. After a droop in prices in the earlier 
part of the session the market recovered 
almost all of its losses before the closing, 
which, however, had an irregular tone. 

The pressure in the first hours was re- 
garded as the natural result of yesterday's 
fof oe and the recovery was regarded as 

a showing that the ill effects of last week's 
money developments had passed. 

The measure of relief for money require- 
ments proposed by the secretary of the 
treasury was not such as was expected. 
Additional bank notes and currency, while 
caleulated *to help fill the demand for the 
interior circulation, offers no basis for ex- 
tension or banking credits such as. would 
be provided by. the additional banking re- 
serves by releasing gold or legal tenders 
from the treasury, although it is expected 
that the necessity .of loan contraction will 
be limited, owing to the relief of the cash re- 
serves from drain for the circulation by the 
shipment instead of the new: bank note 
issues. 

*'The treasury plan was, so far, .a disap- 
pointment to speculative expectations: But 
the effect of this was neutralized by the 
understanding that other measures of relief 
were considered inopportune by New York 
bankers, owing to the prospect that any eon- 
siderable easing of the New York money 
market would facilitate a demand to with- 
craw gold for London account.
